Reveals Unusual Case 


TOLEDO, 0., April. IS—(By the-United PrcE3)-MDne of. the 


most astounding discoveries in medicnl history was made in St. Vin- 
cent Hospital here, when nn operation for n tumor 
revealed that an 


ngcd Toledo woman had carried for fifty-one 
years 
the perfectly 


formed body of an ,unhorn baby girl. The woman, 74, died shortly 
after the operation. Her death was caused by a 
complication of 


diseases, due to old agc,,doctors said. 


The baby's body when taken from the woman, was iu a shell or 


capsule of. tlesh, weighing six pounds. Blood 
vessels feeding from 


• the mother's body, kept the flesh of the child from decaying, but the 


heart and other organs of the baby's body ceased functioning. 


The unborn child caused the mother little 
discomfort during her 


life, according to Dr. B. J. McCormick, a local 
physician, who at- 


tended the woman. Married when very young, the woman had two 
sons born before she was twenty. 
At tlie age of 23 the woman ex- 


pected her third child. All the symptoms of motherhood appeared, hut 
at the scheduled time, she came baek with empty arms. Doctors told 
her she was mistaken, saying she lind a growing tumor, and recom- 
mended an operation. I'ear of doctors nnd operations prevented her 
from confirming heu belief that elie wns to be'a mother again.
